All streets and roads for a 
mile around the scene were bar­ 
ricaded. 
The fire started about 7 p.m. B y 
midnight the car had burned itself 
out. 
Officials said the fire apparently 
was caused by a ‘‘hot box,” a lu­ 
bricating mechanism on a freight 
ear which has become overheated 
by friction.

In diabetes insipidus large quantities of
